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No Definite News Can Be Made Public At Present, But 
p 8 - ?°£\.

; Print Full Particulars— Already New Snoe-Shoe Club 
Is Under Formation— Ski Club Will Have Big Mem- 
bership. 
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the Soldier-Student 

A letter recently appeared in these columns relative to the re- 
cstablishment of the returned student-soldier. The sentiments 
therein expressed were only those common to "most of us, and we 
have purposely, refrained from editorial comment until now in the 
hope that further correspondence on the subject would be forth- 
coming. 

Look at it how he will, the student-soldier, who has attained 
the age of majority, has hard work convincing himself that his cast 
lias not been entirely disVegarded by the government.- It is indeed 
a paradox' that Parliament with the avowed intention of assisting 
in the rc-cstablishmcnt of returned men should eventually adopt a 
measure which, though it embraces the prospective farmer, the 
man who aspires to the mastery of a trade and the student beneath 
the age of majority, yet leaves entirely out of account the man 
who, had the war. not Intervened, would at this moment be practis- 
ing ^profession. It is difficult to sec exactly the justification for 
this discrimination against the men legally of age. Not a few 
men enlisted in the middle, or shortly prior to the completion, of 
their courses. To some the mere loss of these war years is a 
Serious matter and to many this loss of time, combined with the 
- financial position in which they now find themselves, makes the 
resumption of their studies an impossibility. That is, men of 
ability, who have partially fitted themselves for the line- of work 
which they are most competent to do and in which they can render 
ihe best service to the country, arc obliged to turn aside to what- 
ever offers itself in the way of employment, regardless .of their 
talents along special lines. For this reason, if for no other, it is 
hard to sec the rationality of the government's policy iri this- re- 
spect, 1 lowcver, such indisputably is its attitude, and the use- 
lessncss of crying, over spilt milk is sufficient justification for our 
turning from the government to other sources of relief. 

Unfortunately the general public has not come to anything 
approaching a full realization of the importance of education and 
technical training as a national asset. This to some extent may 
account for the contention of Parliament that a measure which has 
for its purpose the assistance of the soldier-student below the age 
of majority would be "class legislation." There is, however, at 
least one place where the cause of education should be ardently 
championed and that is at our universities, and it is to them that 
we arc going to turn in this instance. 

Granted that as a rule our Canadian institutions of learning 
arc not of the moneyed type, we do at least pride ourselves in the 
belief that they exist wholly and solely for the public welfare. It 
docs not seem unreasonable to expect that this question of the re- 
cstablishmcnt of soldier-students will be given the careful consi* 
deration of our universities, and we are confident that it is well 
within the power of these institutions to make up for the regret- 
table-lack of government assistance. A careful investigation in 
trie case of each university should reveal the cases in- which assist- 
"Y. -ancc is warranted and in such instances the authorities could'vcry 
well arrange to waive the collection of the usual academic fees. 
This;, at least would be a step in the right direction, and if supple- 
mented by a modified system of student loan funds, it would in 
many cases make the completion of his course possible to the man 
who otherwise will be debarred owing to purely material circum- 
Vtenccs, from ever qualifying for the profession to which he 
spiiVd

It the plan materializes it will be 
one of the biggest displays of winter 
sports ever featured in this city. 
Clubs fr.om all over Canada aa well 
a large number from the Eastern 
States will assemble here tô vie with 
Varsity for the big honors. At the 
present tlrao a number of letters from 
various colleges in regard to sonic 
such' event have been received and all 
these clubs have signified their will- 
ingncss to com<| here some time dur- 
ing the coming winter. No other 
fixture would be more potent in the 
furtherance of Canadian «porta at the 
University, nor more lnstrutaental in 
bringing about a closer understanding 
between our Canadian and American 
Universities, and its placé in thé r *Ui- 
letic curriculum should be a perma- 
nent one.
